Illustration shows the tool in the act of cut- 
ting the insulation. The wire is gripped between 
the V shaped knives and the handles forced home. 
When released it will be found that the insulation 
is notched across, also lengthwise. Now with the 
nose of the tool pinch the insulation just back of 
the long cut and the insulation will come off the 
wire at once. If a longer surface of bare wire is 
wanted, make one cut, then move the tool along and 
make another; then pinch off both together. 

For use on Duplex wire split the outer cover in 
any convenient way, then pull the wires apart and 
use the tool as described above. 

For stripping ends of lamp cord, begin as in 
cutting insulation, then after handles have been 
brought down, grasp the tool so that the hinge will 
be in the palm of the hand and the thumb and fore- 
finger over the nose, allowing the first and second 
fingers to straddle the cord. Then pull,and all ex- 
cept the inner layer will come off. Now place the 
wire between the side cutters (holding them slightly 
apart) and pull the cord through. This operation 
will remove the inner layer.

SPLICING CLAMPS. 


Of all the tools in use, the lineman’s splicing 
clamp is probably the most abused, for in the 
absence of something more appropriate, the splicing 
clamp will have to do the service of hammer, 
wrench and crow bar and then again it must be of 
service in making electrically and mechanically 
good joints, It is obvious that not any old thing is 
profitable. We will not speak of abuse resisting 
qualities which are only incidental after all, but the 
tool must be properly proportioned, the jaws must 
be properly tempered so as to preserve the grip, the 
handles must be resistant to bending strain and re- 
tain their normal set and the dies for holding the 
wires must fit. To all this especial attention is given 
in the Klein Splicing Clamps. There are several 
styles and quite a number of combinations suitable 
for all purposes comprised in the Klein line of Splic- 
ing Clamp and on the following pages we show the 
regular standard patterns of a variety of combina- 
tions. There are also several vest pocket sizes. 
For a complete display write to us for a complete 
Klein catalogue. 


The following pages show a line of the standard 
numbers of splicing clamps. We give the wire sizes, 
both iron and copper, which the clamps are fitted 
for. 


No, 301 is arranged to handle the wires used in 
telegraph work.

WIRE GRIPS. 


On the following pages are shown several types of 
tools for gripping line wire to pull it tight. The 
tools are usually attached to some device for getting 
a purchase; this may be either block and tackle or 
the strap and roller device shown in connection with 
‘¢Chicago Lineman’s Tool.’’? (See next page.) For 
short pulls this device is excellent as the load can 
be held at any point by throwing the curved eccen- 
tric, provided for the purpose, against the pulling 
strap and so locking it in that position. A reversal 
of the eccentric will release the hold. 


Under figures 481 to 2336-A are shown a number 
of devices to which these clamps can be attached 
to make an effective pulling-up set. 


The Chicago Grip is an excellent tool for gripping 
wire, especially copper wire. By referring to the 
cut it will be noted that the gripping jaws are par- 
allel, the surfaces are smooth and copper line wire 
will not be dented or nicked while being held in the 
jaws. The lower jaw is one with the main body 
and the upper jaw is moved by the upright lever, 
which again is attached to the draw bar and link 
and the harder the pull, the tighter the grip. The 
body and lever are steel drop forgings and the links 
are made of bar steel. The pivots are turned on a 
screw machine. The machining and assembling is 
done by skilled workmen. The finish on the two 
smaller sizes is nickel and on the larger, black oxi- 
dized copper. The type adapted to insulated wire 
has an extension lip on both the upper and the low- 
er jaw along the entire length. This is to better en- 
circle the wire and it prevents injury to the insula- 


tion. The upper jaw is provided with a nu ober of 
depressions and when strain is on the grip, the in- 
sulation is slightly forced up into these depressions 
and this prevents slipping. Note that there are no 
teeth pressing into the insulation. 


For Aluminum Cable we use this same type, only, 
both jaws are left entirely smooth. 


The Haven’s Clamp, Klein’s Clamp style A and 
Come-Along Clamp are popular for handling ircn 
line wire, fence wire, vineyard trellis, ete., and the 
larger (No. 369) Haven’s Clamp is much used for 
guying poles and for trouble work on trolley wire; 
it is adjusted so quickly and is so effective that it is 
indispensable for this work.

There are two types of climbers in use, the West- 
ern or goose neck type and the Eastern type. The 
former is not now in as extensive use but is well 
liked by troublemen for occasional climbing on ac- 
count of their lightness. For continuous use the 
Eastern pattern is generally preferred, as this type 
affords a wider standing surface and is more com- 
fortable in continuous use, and is considered safer 
also, because the gaff is set higher up in the shank 
and can therefore be made longer. This type is 
furthermore made in two styles differmg not in 
quality at all, only, in the No. 381 style the loops 
through which the fastening straps pass are made 
with an inserted staple of round material, riveted — 
through the metal of the bar; the staple being round 
is not so apt to chafe the strap and is preferred by 
some linemen on that account. The No. 381-L is the 
same in construction, only, the bar or shank is made 
extra light, therefore, not quite so heavy as the 
regular No, 381. For men light in weight this type 
is preferred; we do not believe it safe however, to 
make them longer than 1614 inches. The No. 382 
differs from the above types in this; the strap 
loop is punched, or formed, out of the metal of the 
shank. This manner of making entails less work 
and this type is, therefore, cheaper in price on this 
account, but, as the inner surface of the loop is 
necessarily flat with square corners, it is thought by 
some to wear harder on the strap. This type is not 
made in the extra light weight for the reason that 
the metal would be too thin to allow the forming of 
an efficient loop. 

The gaff is tool steel, riveted into the shank hot, 
it is then ground and filed to shape and hardened 
and drawn to the proper temper.

LINEMEN’S POLE CLIMBERS. 


Sometimes called ‘‘Spurs.’’ 


The importance of considering safety in linemen’s 
pole climbers is obvious when we take in view the 
fact that a man going up a pole must depend en- 
tirely on his spurs for safety, not only that they 
give a firm foothold while climbing, but as much 
of his work is done standing in them, he has at 
times to use both hands in hisework, and then must 
depend entirely on his spurs and safety strap for 
support; therefore, climbers must possess in the 
highest degree all those qualities that tend toward 
safety in material and in workmanship, besides, 
comfort is another point to be considered, because, 
the man’s entire weight, for extended periods, is 
impinged upon the sole of the foot; with consider- 
able pressure upon the inside of the lower portion 
of the legs and bad fitting spurs are therefore, as 
intolerable as bad fitting shoes. The spur or gaff, 
as may be readily imagined, is one of the important 
features and the shape, set of angle, temper and 
fixidity in the shank of the bar are points very es- 
sential in construction, not alone for safety but also 
for ease and comfort. The shank must possess flex- 
ibility to yield to the pressure of the leg so as not 
to chafe, and yet to come back to its normal shape 
on release from pressure especially in coming down 
a pole, which linemen are accustomed to do in 
drops of four to five feet at a step which throws 
the entire weight of the body on one spur with tre- 
mendous force. 


All these essential points are closely considered in 
making up of Klein Climbers and their fitness is 
recognized by linemen in general.
